It wan Chirlle Brydon who chrintensd
Henry Gllman "The Crab'  Charlle,
who In the dean of all bassball seribes,
possensns the fatal gift of humor and
foute oharacterization in dealing with his
vietimn, and the firat week that Gllman
appearsd with the Plok Hox. Charlle
branded him with the name whioch clung
to him to the end of his service. And
Giiman. having no more senne of humor
than a elgarstors Indian, never ppoka to
A newapaper man after that—which was
the very worst thing he could have done.

The basaball fans teok to the nama
mntantly, and poor Gilman never had n
shanoe to be anything but “The Crad™
Auring the entire 10 years he played
third basa for the Pinks. A sllent,
thoughiful young mmsn, he retired Into
hin shall, and never came oul ngain. The
other playern made a fow attempts to
show & friendly Intereat in the qulet,
black-browed fellow, but met with no
miocess, and even on that lively, cheer-
ful team, Gilman pever had a pal, or
made an Intimate friend,

It wan not that the Crab had a quarrel
fome disposition: It was merely that “"he

couldn't meem to loosen up,'” as the play-
aras expressed It

After the first few months, the Pinks
dropped him out of thelr dally sehedule,
They know that after ha laced his streat
shoes, and parted his thin, dark halr
with the little red comb which he al-
ways earried, they would see little mors
of him untll the next day at the ball
park,

He was peldom seen at & theatre; he
epuld not play bililards or pool; he would
not play poker or shoot “crapa'’; and It
was common rumor that when on the
roed he saved him entire salary check.

Moat of his evenings wers spont In his
room uat the hotel, und the Hox umed to
Eny that he wrote a long letter to his
wife every night. Joe Holmes, the man-

"He'n got avory dollar he ever made
In his lfe,'" mome of the younghbloods
used to say. "He must have, because he
never spent one!"

This was also a mistake, but the Crab
dld have 80 acres of good land and a com-
fortable home—something to go back to
when his playing duys should be over,

Jos Holmes never had any trouble with
Gllman when It came time to algn n
new contract. Gllman was s business
man. He knew, to a cent, what he wna
worth to the club, and nlways compro-
mived for a little less.
